William Taylor, Collector of the Rents in King 
William County, be directed to bring Suit immediately against all 
the Tenants that are more than twelve Months in Arrears. 

Resol: that an Advertisement be forthwith publish'd in the 
Virg* Gazette to desire all Surveyors, who did not settle their Ac- 
ccounts with the Bursar of the College in April last, to come & 
settle the same by the last of October, or that they may depend on 
having their Bonds sued, and their Commissions suspended.

Beuton, 4 January, 1723-'4.

I am very much obliged to you for y° good account you gave 
me of y' happiness & prospering conditions of that part of my Eela- 
tions in Virginia. I pray God to increase his Blessings upon 
them that they may abound in all y' good things of this Life and 
that which is to come.
